headquarters announced. 


Mrs. Smith, mother of two chil- 
dren, was placed under observa- 
tion in a military hospital follow- 
ing her husband’s death six hours 
after he was stabbed at their 
home in an Army housing area. 
They were married in 1934 at 
Jefferson Barracks, St. Louis, 
where Gen. Krueger, then a

EN ROUTE WITH NIXON, Oct. 
4 (AP)—Senator Richard Nixon 
laveled Gov. Adlai Stevenson an 
“umbrella man” last night, as- 
serting he spreads a “shadowy 
political arasol” over important 
campaign issues. 

Nixon’s candidacy for the vice 
presidency on the Republican 
ticket took him into New Jersey 
today for a 250-mile automobile 
tour including a series of short 
speeches, 

In his talk last night at the 
armory in Wilmington, *Del., 
Nixon accused Stevenson, the 
Democratic presidential nominee, 
of evading the issues of foreign 
policy, Communism, corruption 
and cost of living. 

“We find embezzlement, thiev- 
ery, knavery and criminal care- 
lessness rife in American Govern- 
ment under the Truman Adminis- 
tration, yet Mr. Stevenson claims 
he can unscramble this odious 
egg.

Welcomed by Warren.

Warren one of the country’s great- 
est governors and one of his 
long-time friends. 

Truman not only got Warren’s 
welcome, but a mingling of boos 
from the crowd at Davis many of 
whom were college students. 
There, the President ran into the 
biggest display of heckling signs, 
as well as boos, the latter drowned 
largely by the cheers of most of 
the crowd. 

Truman outwardly ignored the 
signs, carrying such slogans as 
“What About Korea?”

He is 50 years old. 

Karst testified last April 30 
that he made inquiries in 1949 
about the proposed sale of sur- 
plus buildings at Jefferson Bar- 
racks at the request of the late 
Robert E. Hannegan, former Dem- 
ocratic national chairman. 

At a hearing before the Senate 
permanent investigations subcom- 
mittee, Karst insisted it was only 
a coincidence that he received 
$4000 in loans from James A. 
Waechter about the same time 
that Waechter got a $25,000 fee 
for his services in the $90,000 
surplus property deal. — 

The witness testified he bor- 
rowed the $4000 from Waechter 
to pay street paving bills for his 
American Building & Contracting 
Co. and to pay interest on an 
overdue construction loan. Not 
until early 1950, Karst said, did 
he learn that Waechter gave the 
money to Lee B. Schumacher to 
pay Karst’s debts. He insisted he 
repaid Waechter in full. 

Karst served one term as 
United States Representative from 
the old Twelfth District (South 
St. Louis and St. Louis county) 
in 1949-50. He was defeated in 
the 1950 election and lost again 
last August when he sought the 
Democratic nomination in the 
Third District. 

He is a graduate of St. Louis 
University School of Law, a for- 
mer State Representative. and 
former chairman of the St. Louis 
County Democratic Committee.

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The General Gets On It 

Gen. Walter: Bedell Smith has reported to 
President Truman that Gen. Eisenhower put a 
quick stop to Republican plans to exploit Gen. 
Smith’s testimony about Communists in the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency. 

According to Gen. Smith, Gen, Eisenhower, 
along with Gov. Stevenson, agreed that it would 
be deplorable if the CIA testimony were used 
“for political capital.” After G.O.P. Chairman 
Arthur Summerfield promised a “nationwide ex- 
pose on the subject,” Gen. Eisenhower assured 
Gen. Smith that he “would get on the matter at 
once.” ; 

It must be inferred that Gen. Eisenhower did 
get on it at once, for Mr. Summerfield'’s prom- 
ised expose appears to have died a-borning. For 
this act of campaign restraint, Gen. Eisenhower 
deserves unstinted credit. 

Thoughtful voters will also pay attention to 
the implications of the incident. If Gen. Eisén- 
hower could stop political exploitation of the 
CIA, he could also stop the increasing emphasis 
on McCarthy tactics in his campaign. If he could 
protett one Government agency from distortion 
and misrepresentation, he could eliminate dis- 
tortion and misrepresentation from his campaign 
altogether. 

Gen. Eisenhower does not have to stand for 
the sort of campaigning Senator McCarthy and 
Clare Boothe Luce do for him, any more than 
he has to stand for what Mr. Summerfield in- 
tended to do about CIA. 

But the sad fact is that he does. 
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Mr. Cook’s Legacy to the Schools 


Howard G. Cook’s service as a member and 
vice president of the St. Louis School Board in 
the early 1930s taught him a lesson about the 
school system that is as valid today as it was 
then. As was recalled in his obituary, Mr. Cook 
firmly believed the public interest would best 
be served by changes in the organization of the 
board itself. 

Instead of the existing 12-member board elect- 
ed by the people, he favored a change to a five- 
member body appointed by the Mayor and sub- 
ject to the voters’ approval for retention in 
office. We agree. Not only would this reform 
cut an unwieldy group down to workable size} 
it also would tend, we think, to improve the 
quality of the board—by far the greater con- 
sideration. 

Certainly no Mayor would dare appoint the 
kind of member that the people, on more than 
one occasion, have been forced to elect because 
of the uniformly poor quality of the candidates. 
This is not to say that every elected member has 
been below the high standards the office de- 
serves. Last? April, for example, three excellent 
candidates were in the field. And happily, 
Henry O. Whiteside, Frank L. Wright and 
Charles H. Christel were elected. 

But their candidacies grew out of the Citi- 
zens’ School Improvement group’s determination 
to convince outstanding citizens to seek the of- 
fice. Over the years, the people have been far 
better served when the Mayor has been com 
pelied to fill a vacancy caused by death or 
nation. ¥

That the Russians should object to remarks so 


hardly afford such consistency as it seeks to 
maintain the legend of its own everlasting per- 
fection and infallibility. Se 

Indeed, the Kremlin’s real objection to Mr. 
Kennan may well be that in his writings he has 
exposed its weaknesses, its uncertainties and its 
desperate need to maintain this fiction. To a 
Politburo mind, it is quite all right to rant about 
the “inevitable decay of capitalism,” but nobody 
must ever raise a doubt about the permanence 
of the Communist dictatorship. In Russian, there 
is no tit for tat. . 

But Moscow has done itself no favor. Although 
he was author of the American policy of con- 
tainment, Mr. Kennan was never violently anti- 
Russian. In addition to genuine respect for the 
Russian people, he stood for restraint in dealing 
with their current. government, He was firmly 
opposed to a war against Russia, and he disap- 
proved of violently anti-Russian propaganda. He 
felt that American diplomacy should seek to 
“temper asperities” and to “isolate and moderate 
conflicts.” We quote: 

The main element of any United States 
policy toward the Soviet Union must be that 
of a long-term, patient but firm and vigilant 
containment of Russian expansive tenden- 
cies. It is important to note, however, that 
sugh a policy has nothing to do with outward 
histrionics: with threats or blustering or su- 
perfluous gestures of “outward” toughness. 

. » » Demands on Russian policy should be 

put forward in such a manner as to leave 

the way open for a compliance not too detri. 
mental to Russian prestige. 

Mr. Kennan also argued that our own good 
example could be a far more effective weapon 
against Communism than any direct interven- 
tion. But given as it is to eXpediency and duplici- 
ty, the Kremlin no doubt finds it difficult to ac- 
cept such words at their face value. So as part 
of the general diplomatic show which it is put- 
ting on just now, it has told an able and correct 


diplomat to stay out of Russia. . 


As a result, it seems that the American em- 
bassy in Moscow may remain for some time with- 
out a chief. This. would be a natural psychologi- 
cal counter-stroke to Mr. Kennan’s expulsion. 
Considertng the ‘treatment accorded diplomats 
in’ Moscow, it can make Httle practical differ- 
ence. The responsibility for this further outward 
sign of the breach between the Communists and 
the West is‘on the Russian rulers. ,

debted to a new children’s book, “Raphael Sem- 
mes: Tidewater Boy.” In this account of the 
famous Confederate sea raider by Dorothea J. 
Snow, the very first chapter is entitled, “The 
Snallygaster’ll Get You.” It deals with an old 
Maryland legend that the snallygaster was a 
giant bird, who lived far away in the mountains, 
but sometimes swooped down on little children. 

At this moment President Truman is far away 
in the mountains, swooping down on the Repub- 
licans, and warning voters that snollygosters’ll 
get them if they don’t watch out. The President 
is obviously very proud of this term, which he 
elewated to-a political epithet, buf without much 
definition. So we would like to know if the 
snollygoster is second cousin to the snallygaster, 
or the same animule, or a corruption (pardon the 
expression) of same. 

Meanwhile we will keep a sharp watch on the 
mountains. 
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What's Positive? 

No exception ¢an*be taken to the broad prin- 
ciple of John Foster Dullés’ appeal for a more 
“positive” foreign policy. It is whén you begin 
asking ‘‘whats positive?” that differences crop 
up and meanings take shape. ' 

The Committee for Economie Development, an 
organization of public-minded business men, has 
issued a research report calling for a more 
“positive’’ foreign policy, for example, and it 
does not contain a word about Mr. Dulles’ favor- 
ite plan for a moral crusade to liberate the peo- 
ples behind the Iron Curtain. 

When the C.E.D. talks about being “positive,” 
what it means is taking “the domestic measures 
necessary to maintain and increase our own eco- 
nomic health,” and supporting “co-ordinated ac- 
tions among groups of countries to help solve 
their economic and political problems.” 

As a sample, the C.E.D. suggests that the 
United States should continue reducing its tar- 
iffs, moderate the “Buy American” campaign.., 
simplify customs procedures, and otherwise en- 
courage international trade. In Asia and the Mid- 
die East, it urges that we “assert vigorously, in 
the name of the whole free world, an interest 


in social and economic reform, and support that * 


interest with practical action through 
Nations agencies and otherwise.” . 
. When those whe talk of liberating the Soviet 
satellites are pressed, they-often fall back on the 
idea that much can be accomplished by propa- 
ganda. The C.E.D. report has some wise words to 
say on that. Our informational activities, it says:

The Case for Fluoridation 


The Mirror

St. Louis dentist answers anti-fluoridation arguments of an 
Anheuser-Busch technical adviser; says the dentists themselves have 
the most to lose, and wonders how long the public will sacrifice 
the dental health of the children at the price of profit to industry. 


A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


Opposition to fluoridation. of municipal 
water suppliés ‘was éxpressed recently by 
G. S. Bratton, .a-technical adviser to An- 
heuser-Busch Inc. In order that. his con- 
tentions be examined in detafl for the in- 
formation of the people of St. Louis, per- 
mit me to deal with them. . 

First, Mr. Bratton’s statement that fluori- 
dation is “a form of mass medication.” This 
is at best an artful alliteration without 
foundation in fact. Basically medication is 
used to cure a disease. Fluoridation is ad- 
vocated to prevent a disease. 

By this procedure only the amount of 
fluorine already present is increased. This 
element occurs naturally in our water sup- 
ply but not in great enough concentration 
to be effective. It is a nutritional element 
and not a medication. As we advocate it, 
it is an effective mass preventive measure. 


Second, that the results of fluoridation 
have not been fully evaluated. Mr. Bratton 
has a right to that opinion but if he would 
pose as an adviser he has an obtigatf6n to 
consider all the facts. Does he negate the 
statistical data of seven years controlled 
studies, at Kingston-Newburgh, N.Y., and 
Grand Rapids-Muskegon? Nor are these 
the only areas where such controlled stud- 
ies are being conducted. 

It is true these investigations were set 
up as 10-year programs, but after only five 
years the eviderce in each is so consistent 
that qualified health authorities such as 
the United States Public Health Service, 
the American Dental Association, the 
American Medical Association, the National 


* Research Counctl and others too numerous 


to mention, recommend fluoridation as a 
safe and efficacious public health proced- 
ure. 

Of course, the phrabe “fully evaluated” 
{s the joker in his contention. As Dr. Vir- 
gil Loeb pointed out in discussing this at 
a meeting of the Mayor’s Committee on 


-Fluoridation, “if the medical profession 


had waited until the action of penicillin, 
sulpha drugs and others had been fully 
evaluated before “being used thousands of 


people walking the streets today would — 


have been buried long ago.” 


Third, Mr. Bratton says, “we do not 
know just what effect additional fluoride 
would have on baker's yeast culture, but 
we do know that no yeast manufacturer in 
America is deliberately adding fluorides 


._to his process water today.” 


But is that the concern of the public? 
Should the benefits of fluoridation be de- 
nied the general public because of a possi- 
ble manufacturing difficulty? 

We have checked with many communi- 
ties, such as Green Bay, Wis., where the 
water naturally contains 2.5 parts flourine 
per million, or Grand Rapids, Mich., and 
Indianapolis, where the water is fluoridat- 
ed and the brewers, bakers, pickle and 
sauerkraut manufacturers report no diffi- 
culties in processing their products. © 


Fourth, Mr. Bratton says that the corn 
syrup manufacturers, because of evapora- 
tion used in their process, would exceed 
the fluoride concéntration permitted by 
the standards of the Federal Food and 
Drug Administration. That bureau, in a 
letter written last June 3, takes the stand 
with the United States Public Health Serv- 
ice regarding the safety of fluoridation of 
drinking water. 

But for the sake of argument let. us as- 
sume that fluorides added might ‘cause 
trouble in brewing or in fermentation 
processes, or unsafe copcentration in the 
manufacture of food concentrates. This can 
be prevented by removing the fluorides 
from the water supply before processing. 

Of course this entails extra expense to 
the manufacturer, who will pass this on to 
the consumer. But were the blessings of 
smoke abatement denied us because indus- 
try was obliged to install smoke-control de- 
vices? pag long will the public sacrifice 
health at the price of profit to industry? 

Certainly the dental profession has more 
to lose in the reduction of tooth decay, 
We stand to lose in services rendered. But 
therein lies the differences between our 
attitude and that of some businesses. 

Stated baldly the choice seems to be 
cash or cavities—dividends or decay.

A Kind Heart and a Coronet 


THE GLITTER AND THE GOLD, by Consuelo Vanderbilt 
Balsan. (Harper, 326 peqs., $4.) 
Esther W. Bates in the Providence Journal. 
Few novels have had more of rich set- 
ting, sharp contrasts and human values 
than this narrative. Few writers have had 
such first-hand experience .to draw from. 
Few duchesses have lived through decades 
oa alternating grandeur and stark dep- 
rivation. 


Consuelo Vanderbilt as a child strolled 
down Fifth Avenue to her lessons. As an 
18-year-old Duchess she was living in Blen- 
heim’s beauty and immensity. During the 
First World War when she was serving on 
the London City Council, she dwelt in a 
small unheated flat on the third floor of 
Sunderland House, whose other rooms she 
had turned over to war and civic needs. 
Finally with as perilous an escape as many 
refugees, she got through to Portugal, and 
took refuge in her 
native land. 

Her own life story 
is brave, lighthearted 
and eventful. The 
tragedy of her life,

And she was 
far from indifferent to beautiful clothes 
and jewels. 

She has an eye for detail, whether it is 
the Durbar at Delhi, the Winter Palace at 
St. Petersburg, or the great houses of Lon- 
don. Her anecdotes are well-chosen and in 
good taste. Maybe she has little style as 
such, maybe she drops inte a bit of for- 
givable complacency or naivete, but such 
paragraphs only make the book more of an 
individual document. 


We smile a little as she says she had asa 
child, “enormous dark eyes, . . . a pert 
little nose and dimples,” that “my brother 
Harold was born seven years later. Return- 
ing from a walk on a Sunday, 1884, we 
found him in my mother’s arms.” 


When she left the Duke, she states, “In 
shedding the lustre of the cor . it was 
my hope to avoid publicity.”

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But let not our memories 
too swort. Only a few years have 
passed since many moved among 
us who argued cunningly against 
this plain truth. ‘Their speech 
was persuasive, and their vocab- 

Remember? It 

: “After all, while 

we stand for political democracy, 

they stand. for economic democ- 

racy. Fundamentally, these are 

but two slightly different roads 

to the same goal. We both be- 
lieve in freedom.” 

We. all must remember that 
sophisticated lie. We will never 
forget it. For it partly poisoned 
two whole decades of our na- 
tional life. It insinuated itself 
into our schools, our public 
forums, some of our news chan- 
nels, some of our labor unions, 
and—most terrifyingly—into our 
government itself. 

What did this penetration 
into government mean? It 
meant contamination in some 
degree of virtually every de- 
partment, every agency, every 
bureau, every section of our 
government. It meant a gov- 
ernment by men whose very 
brains were confused by the 
opiate of this deceit. These 
men were advisers in a foreign 
policy that—on one side of the 
world — weakly bowed before 
the triumph in China of Com- 
munists hailed as “agrarian re- 
formers.” On the other side 
of the world this policy con- 
doned the surrender of whole 
nations to an implacable en- 
emy whose appetite for con- 
quest sharpened with every vic- 
tory. This penetration meant a 
domestic policy whose tone was 
set by men who sneered and 
scoffed at warnings of the en- 
emy infiltrating our most se- 
cret counselss 

Tt meant—in its most ugly tri- 
umph—treason itself. 

These years have, indeed, been 


/a harrowing time in our history. 


‘truth 


It has been a time of both hon- 
est illusion and dishonest betray- 
al—both terribly costly. It has 
been a time that should have 
taught us, with cold finality, the 
about freedom and Com- 
munism., 

Most of us, young or old, wise 
or naive, have learned. An im- 
portant few have not. They have 
learned very little — and they 
admit nothing. 

They are men about whom 
there is nothing great except 
their vanity and their compla- 
cency. They are proud prison- 
ers of their own mistakes. 


Who are these men? 

They are those who cheered the 
blithe dismissal of the Alger Hiss 
case as “a red herring.” They are 
those who applauded two weeks 
ago when an Administration serv- 
ant grandly declared that Com- 
munists in our national life were 
“not very important” and that 
we should not waste time chasing 
“phantoms.” They are those who 
slapped their sides with laughter 
when the same man dismissed the 
quest for Communists in our Gov- 
ernment as a kind of silly game 
being played in the Bureau of 
Wildlife and fisheries. 

Plundered of Secrets. 


Do you think these fish stories, 
ghost stories and animal stories 
are really very amusing? Such 
comedy touches do little to re- 
lieve the tragic knowledge that 
we have been for years the gul- 
lible victims of Communist es- 
pionage experts. These experts in 
treason haye plundered us. of se- 
crets involving our highest diplo- 
matic decisions, our atomic re- 
search. Tragically, we do not 
know how much more our securi- 
ty may have been jeopardized. 

This, I repeat, has been a ca- 
lamity of immeasurable conse- 
quence, It is not irreparable: 
we are strong enough and wise 
enough to survive it. But for a 
disturbed people it is made 
easier to bear—not by making 
light of it, but by assuring the 
people it cannot be repeated. To 
minimize it is criminal folly. 

You can never cure malignant 
growth just by a hearty bed- 


side manner! 

I must be blunt, for this is a 
serious matter. I speak not as a 
‘partisan or as a candidate but 
simply as an American citizen— 
moved to honest anger by this 
persistent, gnawing threat of 
Communist treason in our Nna- 
tional life. I know that millions of 
both parties today are moved to 
anger and to action. 

Neither these millions nor I 
have patience any longer with 
those whose complacency excuses 
our government's failures as whol- 
ly unavoidable.

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to offer a serious solution. 

Perhaps my deep concern is 
sharpened by personal experi- 
ence and personal knowledge. I 
know what fifth colunms can do 
to a free nation. I know the awful 
effectiveness of Fascist fifth col- 
unms before and during World 
War II. I know what Communist 
fifth columns have done in East 
Germany, in Poland, in Czecho- 
slovakia, in East Austria, in Ruma- 
nia, in Hungary and Bulgaria. At 
first hand I saw some of these 
nations struggling desperately to 
maintain their independence of 
the Kremlin. The name of Card- 
inal Mindzenty symbolizes all 
those gallant men and women who 
led that struggle and the bitter 
fate which overtook them. 

Ways to Defeat Spies. 

I know. how close these fifth 
columns came in postwar years, 
to forcing their way to power in 
some countries of western Europe. 
And I know personally what alert- 
ness was required—both in our 
wartime ‘operations and in our 
NATO planning—to guard against 
espionage. I learned that national 
secrets and national security can 
be guarded, and that there are 
ways to defeat the cleverest of 
spies—whether Nazi or Commu- 
nist, 

At a critical moment in World 
War II, we induced the Nazis to 
hold an entire army in reserve in 
the Calais area to meet an attack 
that they thought was coming but 
which we never intended to 
launch. Measures to deceive them 
worked so effectively that they 
estimated our original strength 
in Europe at 75 divisions instead 
of the actual 36. In the entire 
American record in Europe there 
is no single instance where the 
enemy gained essential inform- 
ation of our plans through the 
medium of spies or subversive 
agents. 

Now, my fellow Americans, we 
must do more than recognize a 
menace in order to defeat it. 
When a free country frankly 
faces this menace, what should it 
do—and what should it not do? 

As a people we must be wise 
enough to know this principle: 
Freedom must defend itself 
with courage, with care, with 
force and with fairness. Fail- 
ure to remember this principle, 
freedom in destroying its mor- 
tal enemy, could destroy itself. 

Freedom is not only a pre- 
ciotig but also a complex priv- 
ilege. It is the most generous 
way of life known to man. It 
is a way of life that permits 
and encourages far-ranging dif- 
ferences of opinion, infinite 
varieties. of sentiment and at- 
titude. It places it faith in the 
ultimate ability of the people 
to think clearly, to choose wise- 
ly, to act firmly and compas- 
sionately. 

The most awful poverty for 
people in this way of life would 
be a poverty of ideas. Their 
food for thought must never be 
rationed, nor their diet dictated 
either by an intellectual elite 
or by a government which pre- 
sumes to act as censor. 

We can win nothing by try- 
ing to make everyone and 
act alike.’ Such a course would 
deaden the lively spirit of free- 
dom itself. We would have 
nothing left to defend if we al- 
lowed ourselves to be swept 
into any spirit of violent vig- 
ilantism. 

To defend freedom, in short, 
is—first of all—to respect free- 
dom. That respect demands 
another, quite simple kind of 
respect—respect for the _ in- 
tegrity of fellow citizens who 
enjoy their right to disagree. 
The right to question er chal- 
lenge a man’s judgment carries 
with it no automatic right to 
question his honor. 

Armed with a clear and uncom- 


how then shall we defend it? 

To begin with: All of us—citi- 
zens, jurists, officials—must re- 
member that the bill of rights 
contains no grant of privilege for 
a group of people to join together 
to destroy the bill of rights. A 
group—like the Communist con- 
spiracy—dedicated to the ultimate 
destruction of all civil liberties 
cannot be allowed to claim civil 
liberties as its privileged sanctu- 
ary from which to carry on sub- 
version of the government. 

At the same time we have the

promising respect for freedom, 


The time is past when we can 
hide our heads in the sands of 
stubborn ignorance or spend our 
days in the leisurely indulgence 
of abstract argument. 

As we clear our own minds, we 
can go on letting others speak 
theirs; Our system entitles every 
political voice to be heard—but 
let each voice be named and 
counted. Let every political medi- 
cine be offered in freedom’s 
marketplace, but let it be plainly 
labeled—especially if it is poison. 
Let every person or organization 
distributing political literature 
through the mails be made to 
disclose its source of funds and 
its membership. Let every organ- 
ization affecting our political life 
be compelled to make public its 
finances, membership and affili- 
ations. In short, let us use every 
legal resource to insure that all 
groups which enjoy the right to 
free speech extend that right to 
talking about themselves—plainly 
and publicly. 

Having done this, let us make 
one more fact plain: To work for 
the United ‘States Government is 
a privilege, not a right. And it 
is the prerogative of the govern- 
ment to set the strictest test upon 
the loyalty and the patriotism of 
those entrusted with our nation’s 
safety, 

Every official of government 
must bear clear responsibility for 
the loyalty and fitness of his own 
immediate subordinates. And 
every official of the Federal Gov- 
ernment—on every level — must 
ever be ready to answer any ques- 
tion from appropriate sources 
touching upon his loyalty and de- 
votion to the United States of 
America. 

If we add candor to our fidelity 
to freedom’s principles, I sin- 
cerely believe our attack on the 
Communist threat will be well 
under way, I am confident that 
a new Administration—but only 
a completely new one—can or- 
ganize and press this attack suc- 
cessfully. 

I do not suggest that the battle- 
plan can be simple or easy. 
Wars that involve ideas and rights 
and principles are far more diffi- 
cult to wage than those that are 
concerned only with materia] val- 
ues. Such aconflict calls not only 
for the devotion of all our citi- 
zens, but for the special contribu- 
tions of our spiritual leaders, of 
our educators, our writers, our 
journalists, our lawyers, our poets. 

is kind of war there is a 
special value in allies. Exchange 
of information among friendly 
governments is an important 
weapon against Communists 
and the doctrine they preach. 

Because I can claim the 
chiefs of those allied govern- 
ments as my personal friends, 

I know we can count in this 

vital matter on help from all 

NATO nations of western and 

southern Europe. I know we 
can count also on western Ger- 
many, whose chancellor, Kon- 
rad Adenauer, is my good 
friend. Likewise, I number 
among the exiled countries held 
captive by the Kremlin many 
friends who are ready to help. 

But above all there is needed 
firm and determined leadership. 
The climate of our Federal Gov- 
ernment must be one that Com- 
munists and their sympathizers 
would find not only uncongenial 
but thoroughly hostile. 


I am confident that millions of 
Americans of both parties will, in 
this autumn of 1952, demand— 
with the fervor of an aroused 
people—the appointment of new 
— of our country’s secu- 
rity. 


We have all had enough, I be- 
lieve, of those whose thinking is 
still haunted by past illusions, 
those who are prisoners of their 
own fuzzy thinking and their own 
mistakes. 

We have all had enough, I be-

It belongs to men who—today

army of Communist ideas. 

It belongs to men who—tomor- 
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row—will be ready to press their 
counter-attack into the enemy’s 
darkest haunts—the dark areas of 
poverty, intolerance, prejudice, 
social injustice. 

The future belongs to men who 
know—in their hearts and minds,

that of McCarthy. 


Speech is Confusing. 


The speech, however, was bal- 
anced and was so general that it 
was confusing. At times he 
appeared to be differing from 
McCarthy and the audience was 
silent. At others, he appeared 
to be praising McCarthy and the 
audience cheered. 


The most applause during the 
speech came at this seeming 
pro-McCarthy statement: 


“We have all had enough, I 
believe, of those who have sneered 
of the warnings of men trying 
to drive Communists from high 
places—but who themselves have 
never had the sense or the stami- 
na to take after the Communists 
themselves.” 


Other applause, none of which 
was prolonged, came when the 
Republican candidate was obvi- 
ously referring to Truman or 
Stevenson by mentioning “an im- 
portant few about whom there is 
nothing great except their vanity 
and their complacency. They are 
the proud prisoners of their own 
mistakes.” 


He cited Truman’s “blithe dis- 
missal” of the Hiss case as a “red 
herring” and ridiculed Steven- 
son’s quip about searching for 
Communists in Bureau of Wild 
Life and Fisheries, observing that 
he and millions of others could 
not understand “a politician who 
one week makes a joke about this 
(Communist) menace and another 
week—after the public reaction 
has dampened his humor—prom- 
ises to offer a serious solution.” 


Eisenhower said: “Do you think 
these fish stories, ghost stories, 
and animal stories are really very 
amusing? Such comedy touches 
do little to relieve the tragic 
knowledge that we have been for 
years the gullible victims of Com- 
munist espionage experts.” 


Line Appeals to Crowd. 


Another line that caught the 
crowd’s fancy was: 


“You can never cure malignant 
growth just by a hearty bedside 
manner.” 


For his own military career, he

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Oct. 4 (AP)

Wolves Run on Old 
Buford by Moonlight 


By Leonard Hall 


HE other night I came home late from a trip 
into Gasconade river country. Moonlight bathed 
our valley and Mike and Chipper came out to 
greet me as I unloaded duffel bag and fishing gear 


from the car. Then 
suddenly the hair 
along Mike's back 
came up, he gave a 
rumbling growl, and 
tore off down the 
road, barking as he 
went. I listened for 
the baying hounds or 
yapping farmyard dog 
which might have set 
him off; but this time 
it was a. different 
sound and one which 
set my own spine 
tingling. Away over 
the mountain ‘the 
wolves were running 
and howling as they 
went. It is an eerie, mournful, wildly defiant cry; 
as contemptuous of man, the adversary of the 
wolf, as of all the lesser and more timid creatures 
of the woodland. 

_I thought of how many centuries the wolves have 
run the granite ledges of old Buford on moon- 
lit nights and remembered something which was 
said by Aldo Leopold, the naturalist: “Only the 
mountain has lived long enough to listen objective- 
ly to the howl of the wolf.” For the rest of us it is 
a tingling of the spine in the night, a forecast of 
blood on the snow, a threat of dead lambs in the 

asture, the challenge, of fang against bullet. The 

and of every man is against the wolf, while every 
wild creature listens to its cry with dread. Yet 
the wolf, like every other living thing, has its 
place in the cycle of nature. Fierce as it is, its 
presence in the wilderness is necessary, for it is 
the predator that keeps the herds of deer and 
other game in balance with the carrying capacity 
of the range. Many a state has brought back its 
deer and exterminated its wolves, only to have the 
over-browsed hillsides, starved fawns and unpro- 
ductive does bespeak the need for a predator. And 
only the mountain, from its perspective of mil- 
leniums, realizes that too many deer are as de- 
structive as too many wolves. 


x «* 

EVEN HERE IN MISSOURI’ where the restora- 
tion of the whitetail deer is a comparatively recent 
phenomenon, we're beginning to get an inkling of 
this need for balance. This is well explained in a 
memo just received from our friend Buck Horn- 
kohl of the United States Forest Service. He 
points out that the Clark and Mark Twain Na- 
tional Forests offer t6 Missourians their largest 
public hunting area for big game. These forests 
embrace 3,500,000 acres, of which about half is in 
public and half in private ownership. They are lo- 
cated in the wildest and most rugged sections of 
the Ozarks and the forest lands are rapidly re- 
verting to that natural, healthy wilderness state 
where deer, turkey and other wild creatures find 
food and shelter in quantities approaching those 
which existed before the white man came. 

The Forest Service is custodian for these tim- 
bered lands which belong to the people of America. 
Although their primary responsibility is to re- 
store the forest, they take full cognizance of other 
values that accrue from wild lands. The protection 
of vital watersheds and creation of an abundance 
of habitat for fish and game are a part of their 
job as custodians.

EFFORT OF THE SERVICE to help rebuild the 
deer herd in the Ozarks dates back to the early 
days of forest land acquisition in 1935 and was 
greatly expanded after 1937 when the Conservation 
Commission came into being. It was soon found 
that when trees were harvested selectively or the 
stands were improved by girdling the old cull 
trees and allowing them to die, the openings thus 
formed grew up in grasses, legumes, shrubs and 
other plants which make good deer food. Soon 
suitable areas were being stocked with native deer 
which spread to surrounding areas as these came 
under good management. Early in the program 
large tracts were set aside as refuges which at 
their peak embraced more than 60,000 acres. As 
time went on, conditions throughout the entire 
forest improved and the herds grew so rapidly 
that the refuges outlived their purpose and were 
abandoned. 

The problem, for some years, was to protect and 
encourage the spread of the deer and to extend 
the range by good forest management. Today we've 
arrived at the point where we must watch the 
balance of deer numbers against deer food sup- 
plies. When deer become too numerous they de-. 
stroy their normal food supply and must depend 
largely on the young forest trees for browse. Or- 
dinarily fat, thrifty and fertile, they now grow thin 
and fail to reproduce. In extreme cases the whole 
fawn crop may starve to death. Hunting becomes 
poor and the range may be damaged for decades. 


* * - 

THE FOREST SERVICE and our Conservation 
Commission work closely together to determine the 
balance of deer numbers to deer food. When this 
condition is approached, the only sound control 
measure is to increase the harvest by hunting, 
since there are no longer enough natural predators 
in the Ozarks to keep the deer in check. Thus 
last year the season was opened for taking deer 
of either sex in several counties. This year a few 
more counties are added to the list, with others 
to be opened in future years as our running in- 
ventory shows this to be necessary for the over- 
all health of the herd and the habitat. 

There will be pressure from many groups, includ- 
ing landowners, sportsmen and others, contesting 
the decisions of the commission as to the deer 
season and hunting conditions. 

In every instance where the pressure groups 
have prevailed, the forests, deer food repro- 
duction, deer numbers and other resources have 
been badly hurt by excess deer populations. Here 
in Missouri we have the opportunity to build the 
first well-managed, well-balanced deer herd in the 
nation. All we need do is encourage the foresters 
and let our Conservation Commission do its job, 
based on sound scientific research.

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Lemon Pie 
Ranks High 


As Favorite 
By Edith M. Barber 


URVEYS may tell us that apple 
§ pie is the favorite American 

dessert ‘or that banana cream 
pie is first on the list of the 
American men in the training 
camps. These figures will not be 
questioned, but from my own ex- 
perience I'm sure lemon pie 
scored almost as high. 

Generally, lemon meringue pie 
is most in demand, but others 
have become family favorites, too. 
A delicate chiffon pie is a spe- 
cialty at many restaurants. There 
is that easily-made, delicious 
creamy lemon pie that calls for 
sweetened condensed milk. The 
pie with a souffle filling has also 
come into renewed popularity re- 
cently. The recipe for this, how- 
ever, is to be found in many an 
old cookbook and possibly pre- 
dates even meringue pie. A re- 
vised recipe using sweetened con- 
densed milk is printed today. 

Any recipe for lemon pie can 
be adapted for the use of limes, 
that have a flavor all their own 
but have just about the same 
amount of acid as the lemon. If 
fresh fruit is not available, canned 
or bottled lemon juice makes a 
very good flavor for a filling, 
although there is no rind to grate 
fér an additional] tang. 

Lemon Cream Meringue Pie. 

Ingredients: Three-quarters cup 
sugar, two tablespoons cornstarch, 
one-eighth teaspoon salt, one and 
one-half cups milk, two egg yolks, 
one-fourth cup lemon juice, one- 
fourth teaspoon grated lemon 
rind, baked pie shell, two egg 
whites, one-fourth cup sugar. 

Mix sugar, cornstarch and salt. 
Stir in milk slowly. Beat in two 
egg yolks, one at a time, and stir 
over low heat until mixture thick- 
ens. Add lemon juice and rind. 
Cool and fill baked pie shell. 
Cover with meringue made from 
two well-beaten egg whites and 
one-fourth cup sugar. Bake in 
slow oven (325 degrees Fahren- 
heit) 15 to 20 minutes until lightly 
browned. 

Lemon Souffle Pie. 

One cup finely rolled zwieback 
crumbs, one-fourth cup butter or 
margarine, melted, four egg yolks, 
one can sweetened condensed 
milk, one-fourth cup lemon juice, 
grated rind of one lemon, four 
egg whites. 

Réserve one-fourth cup crumbs. 
Mix melted butter or margarine 
with remainder of crumbs. Press 
crust into nine-inch pie plate. 
Beat egg yolks and add to con- 
densed milk. Add lemon juice and 
rind. Fold in stiffly beaten egg 
whites. Place in pie shell, sprinkle 
with reserved crumbs and bake 
in slow oven (325 degrees Fahren- 
heit) 30-to 40 minutes until set.

N SEPT. 1 the Midwest 
0 Treatment Center, operated 
by the United States Public 
Health Service for the rapid 
treatment of venereal diseases, 
was formally closed. This institu- 
tion, located at 3639 Marine ave- 
nue, had treated over 36,000 
cases of syphilis since it was op- 
ened in 1943. The Venereal Di- 
sease Control Section of the St. 
Louis Health Division, Room 18, 
Municipal Courts Bldg., is now 
prepared to render the same di- 
agnostic and treatment services 
as were previously available at the 
Midwest Treatment Center. This 
has been made possible through 
the co-operation of the State Di- 
vision of Health and the Public 
Health Service, by a special Ven- 
ereal Disease Grant and the trans- 
fer from the Center of key medi- 
cal and nursing personnel and 
various items of needed equip- 
ment. i Ge 
The Midwest Treatment Center 
ftias played an important role in 
controlling venereal disease in St, 
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Louis. Syphilis cases reported to . 


the Health Division have dropped 
from 8451 in 1946, the peak 
year, to 2482 in 195l1—a decrease 
of 71 per cent. Gonorrhea has 
dropped from a high of 5346 
cases in 1946, to 2268 cases in 
1951. However, during the - first 
nine months of 1952, gonorrhea 
has risen 22 per cent over the 
same period for last year, The 
Korean conflict and the impact 
of our defense effort on local in- 
dustry has resulted in large con- 
centrations of service personnel 
and workers in this area.

Almost 50 per cent of the read- 
ers elected to bid two hearts on 
the South hand, whereas only one 
expert on the 18-man panel chose 
that bid—the others cast 14 votes 
for the double of two diamonds, 
and three votes for a pass.

VER ‘since I wrote about the 
F. Mayor's Committee on Betier 

Race Relations in Milwaukee, 
Wis., I have been receiving ma- 
terial from different parts of the 
country where, in one way or an- 
other, an effort is being made to 
improve human relations. One 
very interesting report has come 
to me from a defense area that in- 
cludes Pasco, Kenowick, Rich- 
mond, in the state of Washington. 
The Portland Urban League and 
the Seattle Urban League are re- 
sponsible for starting the work that 
has been done in that area for 
better human relations. 

Here is their latest statement of 
policy, or their goal: 


“The aim of the project was to 
analyze the economic and cultur- 
al activities of the area as they 
relate to minority people, from 
a scientific point of view, through 
factual data from the records of 
the various governmental and 
social welfare agencies, private 
enterprise, and other reliable 
sources, and to make recommen- 
dations for the establishment of a 
program geared to insure the 
fullest participation in community 
life on the part of all citizens.” 


I found this report very inter- 
esting because it shows what can 
be accomplished with expert help 
and good will. 
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AT THE SAME TIME I have 
received much information about 
efforts being made in other parts 
of the country.
